Educational doors unlocked for women in prison

Amy Averett earned a bachelor’s degree in just 15 
months from the University of La Verne. She is now 
enrolled at Claremont Graduate School, striving for a 
doctorate in social psychology. 


Miss Averett, 33, achieved that remarkable ‘record 
time’’ accomplishment behind prison walls in the univer- 
sity’s Educational Programs in Correctional Institutions 
at the California Institution for Women near Chino. 


A high school dropout and a first-time offender, Miss 
Averett entered the women’s prison in January 1979. In- 
nate intelligence enabled her to quickly earn a high school 
diploma and enroll in the college-level program. 


It was a path she chose because ‘‘the lifestyle here is 
necessarily limited and education helps to broaden your 
outlook.”’ 


Involvement in education ‘‘gives distance’’ and helps 
students set goals for the future. Also important is the 
fact that ‘education separates you from the criminal 
lifestyle.” It would be difficult to remain in education and 
maintain previous values because it provides perspective 
and enables a person to see herself as ‘‘a part of the rest 
of the world,’’ Miss Averett observed. 


She entered the institution with ‘‘a stereotyped view of 
what inmates were like.’’ But she soon discovered that 
“people here are no different girom people anywhere. 
People here are every bit as human despite what some 
people think.”’ 

That knowledge, she explained, prompted her to 


become interested in social psychology, a subject she 
plans to teach after she is paroled in 1981. 

Bambi Velasquez, 35, a woman who by her own admis- 
sion has been in and out of CIW for the past 11 years, ex- 
pects to be paroled next month. Because she has gained 
some skill in an appliance repair class, she believes she 
may be able to get a job and stay out of prison. 

“They didn’t have classes like this when I first came 
here. Now my attitude has changed. I think I’ve got a bet- 
ter chance. I don’t feel so defeated.’’ 

Both the elementary, secondary and college-level 
academic and vocational education programs at the in- 
stitution are directed by Marvin L. Rector, supervisor of 
correctional education programs. 

‘These women represent a cross-section of society. 
They range from functional illiterates to people with 
college-level abilities,” he reported. The average woman 
at CIW, Rector explained, tests at about the ninth-grade 
academic level. 

The supervisor’s major goal is to provide programs that 
will appeal to as many women as possible, particularly 
since prisoners are not compelled to enroll in any 
program. Of the 925 inmates at the institution, about 150 
are involved in academic programs and 200 attend 
vocational education classes. 

In Rector’s view, the programs assist women in finding 
a sense of direction for their lives. The recidivism rate 
among those enrolled in educational programs is less than 
for the general prison population, he emphasized. 

Since being named supervisor in 1971, Rector has in- 
itiated a year-round program, introduced ‘‘open-entry, 
open-exist” classes and developed a learning center

group’s contract with the United 


which provides individualized instruction at the elemen- 
tary and secondary levels. 

He has also encouraged Ted White, vocational educa- 
tion supervisor since 1976, to provide “up-to-date, high- 
interest programs that will provide marketable skills.”’ 

Prior to 1976, Rector said, the facility offered programs 
such as vocational housekeeping and sewing which drew 
little response from the inmates. 

White has conducted job market surveys and involved 
all instructors in helping parolees to obtain employment. 
He estimates they achieve about a 50 percent success 
rate. 

Sara Grizzard, who will be paroled in about four 
months, hopes to find a job in the computer field. She has 
become skilled in data entry, computer operations and 
computer programming in the class taught by Neil Mur- 
doch. 

Deborah Reed plans to live in a half-way house in Clare- 
mont after she is paroled. Once ‘‘out on the streets,” she 
recognizes that she must learn to be self-sufficient. She 
hopes to find employment as a phototypesetter, a skill she 
learned from graphic arts instructor Eugene Carper. 


Other vocational education programs offered are 
cosmetology, secretarial science and medical assistance. 
About 17 women attend classes offered at California In- 
stitution for Men in sheet metal, welding, machine shop, 
auto repair and animal grooming. 

In general, Rector said, the institution has not observed 
discrimination in the job market against ex-offenders. 
With few exceptions, the attitude of employers appears to 
be ‘‘if you train them, we’ll hire them,” he said. 


Also available is a class in life skills, taught by Bruce 
Goya, a Chaffey College counselor. The class benefits the 
women because it helps them gain perspective for ‘‘life 
on the streets,”’ to make career plans and to function in 
general, said Maryann Acker, a peer counselor and 
college-level student. 

Success of the class, Miss Acker said, depends upon the 
“attitudes of the women and whether or not they follow 
through.” 

College courses offered through University of La Verne 
can lead to both associate in art and bachelor of science 
degrees. Since inception of the program, three women 
have earned bachelor’s degrees and 27 have received the 
associate in arts degrees, reported Dr. William 
Willoughby who heads the university's correctional in- 
stitutions programs. 

He sees the program as beneficial because it reduces 
the recidivism rate by encouraging women to “‘orient 
themselves to a non-criminal environment.’’ 

Statistics show that 60 percent of the general prison 
population returns to an institution, while only 15 per- 
cent of those involved in educational programs serve sub- 
sequent sentences, he said. 

Dr. Nick Polos, ULV history teacher, sees a contrast 
between students at the university and those at the prison. 

The university student hasn’t yet had ‘‘a real brush with 
reality.’’ But, said Polos, ‘‘you don’t have to frame reality 
for these ladies who have experienced ironic tragedy.” 

The women enrolled in Polos’ class ‘‘apply themselves 
and are excellent students. The bottom line,” he said, “‘is 
that you see these people as human beings. That’s the 
first step toward rehabilitation.”

West End Boys’ Club board 
members agreed Thursday to make 
a final all-out effort to keep the 
Upland facility open — providing 
they get community support. 

Five board members met with 
about 20 concerned parents in a 
special meeting following an an- 
nouncement earlier this week of 
plans to close the Upland club. The 
Ontario branch was shut down per- 
manently last Friday. 

‘The problem is simply 
finances,’’ board President Jim 
Hampton told the group. ‘‘The 
(West End) United Way gives us 
$54,000 a year, and the 10 kids we 
may have in this unit at one time is 
just not enough.” 

Board member Shirley Patrick 
said $6,000 would have to be raised 
by the first of the month in order to 
keep the site, at 496 E. C St., open 
through December. 

“That’s just for payroll, lights, 
the mortgage, workers’ compensa- 
tion, gas and repairs,” she said. 
“The mortgage itself is $500 a 
month — which may not sound too 
bad unless you have no money at 
all.”

George Conward resigned Monday 
night, and according to the Boys’ 
Club charter there must be an ex- 
ecutive director for the chapter to 
operate. 

Conward, present at Thursday’s 
meeting, said he would consider 
staying on another month if the 
necessary funds could be raised. 

“T’ye been here 15 months,”’ he 
said, ‘‘so another month or two or 
three probably shouldn’t make that 
much of a difference.” 

He said he already told the board 
he would stay through Dec. 15 
without pay to help close the facility 
down. 

Board member Gonzalo 
Miramontez said the club has been 
in financial trouble the past 3-4 
years, as evidenced by the high tur- 
nover of executive directors. 

“We'd get a new one every six 
months,’ he said. ‘‘They’d get 
frustrated and quit.” 

He added that Conward did not 
receive much in the way of benefits, 
and often his paycheck was late. 

“This man has a family too, that 
he must support.”’ 

Hampton pointed out that most of 
the 17-member board just started 
six months ago, and according to the 





Way, all major fund-raising efforts 
must be frozen from September 
through December when the United 
Way sponsors its own drive. 

“Our hands are tied right now,” 
said board member George Patrick. 
‘‘The amount we received from the 
United Way should have been about 
20 percent of our total budget — yet 
the community support totaled less 
than $18,000. We have to get the ser- 
vice clubs and the rest of the com- 
munity behind us if this thing is go- 
ing to work.’’ 

The parents, accompanied by 
more than 20 children, offered to try 
and drum up enough interest in the 
Upland and Ontario area to raise the 
necessary money. 


Hampton publically invited ‘‘each 
and every one of you, your 
neighbors, your friends — 
everybody’ to the board’s next 
scheduled meeting 7:30 Monday 
night at the Upland club. If enough 
citizens showed interest in suppor- 
ting the club, he said, perhaps the 
money couid be raised in time. 

Parents offered other suggestions 
for money-makers, including spon- 
soring a fiesta, rummage and bake 
sales, and trying to attract more 


the club. 

At her own suggestion, Jennie 
Ruiz, part-time director of arts and 
crafts for the Upland unit, contacted 
actress Nedra Volz to ask her sup- 
port in the drive. 

“T’ll be happy to let them use my 
name,”’ said Volz in a telephone in- 
terview Thursday, ‘‘and if they 
come up with an idea for a fund- 
raiser, I'd be pleased to help out.” 

Upland Mayor John McCarthy, 
Police Chief Coy Estes and Recrea- 
tion Director Larry Thornburg were 
all present at ihe meeting, and voic- 
ed support for the club. 

“Tf we can get enough money 
behind the club, it’s a very valuable 
tool in fighting juvenile delinquen- 
cy,” said Estes. 

“We appreciate what the board is 
going through right now — it’s a 
very difficult time.” 

Mrs. Patrick said the club had 
definitely reached a crisis point. 
“But sometimes you need a crisis 
point to get people motivated. 


“Our enthusiasm tonight is a good 
thing. But we need more people than 
are here at this meeting to make it 
all go. 

“Monday night will tell the tale.”

Jass is more than just a business, it’s 
a way of life to Rhys Williams, oper- 
ator of Cactus Glassworks in Clare- 
mont. 

A glassblower for the last 12 
years, he teaches the art at Pitzer 
College 

A stickler for quality, Williams 
likes to control every phase of his 
craft: he makes his own glass from scratch and made all 
his own equipment including the furnaces 

‘Anyone can be taught the steps involved in blowing 
glass, but the art comes in being able to see the unique 
spacial relationships and then create it,” he said. 

Molten glass, much like a thick, glowing liquid, takes 
on the movements of the artist, he said. Creation of fine 
glasswork demands smooth, flowing movements from 
the craftsman 

It’s not an art for those who can’t work straight 
through a project. Glass. to be kept pliable during the 
shaping, must be kept between 1,900 and 2,200 degrees, 
demanding constant attention.

The glass is formed in a 2,400-degree furnace, then 
dipped out at the end of a 5-foot long steel ‘‘blowpipe.’” 

Bit-by-bit, little-by-little, the blob of molten glass is 
prepared at the end of the pipe as Williams patiently 
shapes it with steel and wooden hand tools. It is during 
this stage that color patterns can be added to the molten 
mixture 


The hot glass cools gradually as he works, losing much 
heat as he smooths it with wet newspapers. To keep it 
pliable, it must periodically be reheated in the furnace 

The glassblower must constantly rotate the blowpipe 
and molten glass or the pull of gravity will soon ruin the 
balance of his sculpture. 


Finally, the sculpture blossoms as he blows into the 
pipe and inflates the blob. 


His work is not ended, however. He must still trim his 
sculpture, shape the openings, sever it from the pipe and 
prepare a base at the bottom 

At last the sculpture is ready for the final step: anneal- 
ing. During this stage it takes 14 hours for the finished 
product, in this case a bowl, to cool.

The final product: more than a bowl, it’s art. 
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Inflation chase:

If you have ever doubted for even one minute that the 
real estate binge of the last six years represents an 
inflation hedge, consider a recent experience in 
California’s Orange County. 

Alarmed that housing prices are beyond the incomes of 
90 percent of the residents, Orange County governments 
have been scrambling to come up with government- 
subsidized ‘‘affordable’’ housing. 

Recently, a big condominium complex went on the 
market: Some of the homes, prices between $40,000 and 
$50,000, were government-subsidized. The others in the 
complex — quite similar to the subsidized ones — sold 
for around $60,000 to $70,000. 

But there was a hitch: If you bought one of the $40 ,000 
homes, you had to agree not to sell it for more than a 10 
to 12 percent profit in any given year. 

That provision came at the insistence of the federal 
government, which had provided part of the subsidy 

Fearing that people would buy the homes at the ar- 
tificially low prices and dump them immediately for a 
huge profit, it tied the annual rate of price increase to the 


expectations of future inflation rise, the barrier breaks 
down. Our current inflationary swamp shows that people 
will pay any rate of interest if they feel that inflation the 
following year will be greater — and in fact, inflation 
doesn’t even have to be higher than interest rates, 
because much of interest payments can be written off on 
income taxes. 

The experience of Santa Ana’s Walker and Lee is 
instructive. It does more volume than any other firm 
marketing both new and used homes in Southern 
California. 

In an interview, Stephen De Marco, market research 
director, explained that the company expects another 
major sales slump in the next couple of months, in large 
part because of the current 14 percent ‘‘barrier.”’ 

In April of this year, after the Federal Reserve 
clamped on its credit restrictions and interest rates 
soared to the 16-18 percent level, sales at new home 
tracts plunged to 29 a week — 80 percent or so below 
normal volume. 

Traffic (number of home shoppers) plummeted, too 
and the conversion ratio — jokingly called the ‘‘kill 
ratio’ — or number of sales per visits from shoppers, 
soared to 1 to 71. Normal is about 1 to 30. 


of 1979 — following an earlier tightening move by the 
government and Federal Reserve — when interest rates 
had bounced from 9.5 to 13.5 percent. But ‘‘after the 
Super Bowl, following four months of pent-up demand, 
people started to accept 13.5,’’ he recalled. There was a 
brief sales upsurge, then the government’s mid-March 
credit controls — and then the horrendous slump. 

During both slump periods (late 1979 and spring 1980), 
“We actually reached the point where cancellations 
exceeded sales,” De Marco recalled. ‘‘When people 
found out what their monthly payment would be, they 
canceled.” 

Following the utterly disastrous April, sales picked up 
in May, and briskly in June, July, August and September. 
(In fact, Walker and Lee’s sales in each one of those 
months topped the same month of 1979). 

Of course, interest rates had dropped because of the 
recession. Mortgage rates had come down well below the 
earlier 13.5 percent psychological barrier. 

“We felt that the fourth quarter of 1980 would be the 
best quarter in the real estate industry’s history if 
mortgage rates would stay between 11.5 and 13,’ said De 
Marco. 

Alas, it was not to be. As the economy appeared to

year, he predicts. ‘““We don’t have the figures yet, but we 
expect cancellations. We might even go back to that 29 a 
week number,” he said. 

At some point, the 14 “barrier” will be pierced, but no 
one knows when. Their inflationary expectations simply 
have to be re-ignited. 

“Byentually, consumers get used to a new, higher 
level. But there is always a hiccup (huge slump) in 
between,” he said. ‘‘The cutoff level was 10 in the middle 
of 1975, later, it moved to 12,” he said. “Each time, 
people said, ‘People will never pay over 10, or they'll 
never pay over 12.’ They should never use that word 
‘never.’ ”’

Scouting became her

“Girl Scouting became my life,” 
Beatrice Price Russell of Claremont 
said over the tea cups in her 
Claremont home. ‘‘I owe an 
unpayable debt to Girl Scouts.” 

Born and raised in New York City, 
Mrs. Russell was the only child in a 
“broken family.” She lived with her 
grandmother and at an early age, 
she joined a Girl Scout troop. 

Throughout her lifetime, no 
matter where she was, Mrs. Russell 
became involved in the scouting 
program. 

Beatrice Price Russell is known to 
‘one and all as ‘‘Buddy.” 

“When I went to camp in 1921, 
everyone had a nickname,” she 
said. “‘My friends tried to find one 
for me ... Bea, Betty, Trixie ... but 
nothing fit. They were about to give 
up when a little girl said, ‘Buddy 
because she’s everybody’s friend. It 
has stuck my whole life.”’ 

Mrs. Russell has had many 
experiences in her scouting career. 

During World War I, she was 
asked to represent the Girl Scouts as 


an aide-d’camp to Gen. Pershing at 
a “big thing in the Hippadrome.”’ 
She also was chosen to be an escort 
and Girl Scout spokesman when 
Marshall Foch of France came to 
New York. 

All during her high school and 
college years, Mrs. Russell said she 
had Girl Scout troops. Her scouting 
took her into the Greenwich Village 
area and into the homes of those of 
many nationalities and skin color. 

“I ate more spaghetti in homes 
during those years,’ she laughed. 
She had troops in synagogues, 
churches and settlement houses. 

A hygiene and physical education 
major, Mrs. Russell said that 
background was of tremendous help 
in scouting and later as a minister’s 
wife. 

“J’ye lived an ecumenical life,” 
she said, ‘“‘and I’ve always been 


. interested in causes.” 


It was in 1928, when her 
clergyman husband, the Rev. Galen 
Russell, was at Union Seminary in 
New Jersey, ‘“‘Buddy” Russell ‘‘felt 
the call to go to Harlem.”’ 

An Episcopalian, Mrs. Russell 


went to her bishop to seek his help. 
“T was sent as a special ambassador 
to Harlem’s St. Phillips Episcopal 
Church.” 

Once there, she started Girl Scout 
troops in St. Phillip’s, the Methodist 
and Baptist churches and taught 
swimming at the YWCA. 


In 1930, Russell was called to the 


Congregational Church in 
Chappaqua, N. Y., and his wife 
started the first Girl Scout troop to 
be sponsored by the church. 

After Galen Jr. was born, Mrs. 
Russell said, ‘‘I went to work to 
earn money.” The job was with the 
Church Committee for China Relief 
to raise money for and to educate 
churches on China. She was with the 
program for six years and ‘‘I raised 
half a million dollars for China. 

Next came her husband’s move to 
Southport, Conn., and Mrs. Russell 
organized the Southport Girl Scout 
Troop and became interested in the 
Church Women United. From there, 
the Russells went to the Toyko 
Union Church in Japan. Mrs. 
Russell, of course, started a Girl 
Scout troop in the American school. 


“Some troop!”’ she said, ‘All kinds 
of wonderful children.”’ 

After five years in Japan, the next 
move took “Buddy’s’” husband to 
India with the National Council of 
Churches to raise money for 
Hospital Ludhiana. Mrs. Russell 
went to live with her dear friend, 
Abbie Clement Jackson, in 
Louisville, Ky. Their friendship had 
blossomed after meeting in Ch" 
Women United. g ee: 

Mrs. Russell’s husband next took 
a church near Chicago, but their 
stay was limited as the congregation 
objected to their friends of all races, 
colors and persuasions. 

Before they accepted the call toa 
church in Evanston, Ill., Galen and 
“Buddy” let it be known ‘‘that 
people of all races and creeds will 
be coming in and out of our church 
and home.”’ They were accepted on 
that basis and spent 14 happy years 
there. Mrs. Russell continued her 
work in scouting, YWCA and was 
president of the North Shore Council 
and Brotherhood of Man. 

Five years ago, the Russells 
retired to Pilgrim Place. 
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Weed-eating fish may solve problem

RIVERSIDE — It used to 
take tractors and chains 
and railroad irons — and an 
expenditure of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in tax 
revenues — to keep the 
farm canals of the 
Coachella Valley in 
Southern California free of 
choking weeds. 

Without such herculean 
efforts, these watery 
arteriés which make the 
difference between life and 
death for millions of dollars 
in farm produce, soon 
would become useless. 

The weeds, which can 
thrive even in the silt of 
concrete-lined canals, grow 
as much as four inches a 
day. Uncontrolled, they 
could raise the water level 
in canals four feet by the 
end of July each year, and 
stop or even reverse the 
water flow by August. 

Today, however, part of 
the massive task of con- 
trolling these weeds has 
been taken over by weed- 
eating fish originating in 
East Africa and Ethopia, 
and the Coachella Valley 
Water District in the desert 
of Riverside County is sav- 
ing several hundred thou- 
sand dollars — all because 
of successful research at 
the University of California 
at Riverside. 

It was there that scientist 
Fred Legner first proved 
that African perch, known 
as ‘“‘tilapia,’’ can clear 
canals of their unwanted 
mass of mosslike weeds 
that threaten to choke them 
every summer. 


The problem, however, 
isn’t restricted to the 130 
miles of canals in the 
Coachella Valley, Legner 
points out. It is equally vex- 
ing in all 5,000 miles of 
canals in California’s low 
desert, including the 
Imperial and Palo Verde 
valleys. Significantly, the 
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UCR scientist’s field trials 
indicate that the fish could 
be equally effective in 
providing weed control in 
those areas as well. 


Unfortunately, he pointed 
out, the fish are hard to ob- 
tain in sufficient quantities 
to do the whole job, so they 
have been used so far only 
in the Coachella area. 


The masses of inland 
canals are vital to Califor- 
nia’s agricultural economy. 
They permit cultivation the 
year around, making the 
low desert among the most 
productive farmland in the 
world. The same factors 
that make this so, however 
— the warm climate and 
constant water supply — 
also are quite to the taste of 
the pesky weeds. In one re- 
cent year, for instance, the 
Imperial Valley Water 
District, encompassing 
more than 80 percent of the 
canals, spent $800,000 on 
canal cleanout by 
traditional methods. 


On the other hand, Keith 
Ainsworth, assistant 
manager of the Coachella 
Valley Water District, 
pointed out, ‘‘Since we 
started using the fish two 
years ago, we haven't had 
to do a mechanical 
cleanout. We used to drag- 
line each canal a couple of 
times a year.” 


To which Legner added: 
“As a system gets older, 
the weed problem gets 
worse. The Palo Verde dis- 
trict, for example, used to 
clean its canals every two 
years. Then in 1978 it in- 
creased to once a year, and 
now twice a year, perhaps 
more often in the future.” 


Legner was the first to 
demonstrate that tilapia 
can be used to control 
weeds in moving water, and 
he also discovered that they 
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currents.”

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Because they die off in 
winter temperatures, it is 
necessary to restock the 
canals each spring. 


“The Imperial canals are 
like arteries,”’ he explained. 
“The farmers need an ex- 
tremely dependable flow of 
water. They canfot afford 
to lose even a day’s irriga- 
tion. It would mean a loss of 
millions of dollars in crops.

xhibition looks at 


enriette Wyeth

CHADDS FORD, Pa. — 
Spending time with artist 
Henriette Wyeth is like 
going to the theaier. 

One experiences a 
tremendous presence, full 
of drama and magic, but 
unmarked by pretense, in 
an exchange with her, one is 
inspired to rise to her 
challenge, and for the 


moment, one shines 
brilliantly 
Perhaps it is because 


Henriette lived in a sort of 
enchanted princess 
atmosphere as a child that 
she is endowed with an 
extraordinary sensitivity to 
people, places and 
situations. 

This, along with skill and 
talent, has allowed 
Henriette to become one of 
our foremost portrait and 
still-life painters. She 
captures on canvas the 
innermost qualities of her 
sitters and grasps the 
significance and beauty of 
inanimate objects. 

A Henriette Wyeth 
retrospective is being 
shown at the Brandywine 
River Museum in Chadds 
Ford. The 50 oils-on-canvas 
paintings and 50-odd years 
they represent confirm her 
beauty, stature, spirituality 
and talent 

They are painted with 
style and verve, convey a 
sense of pleasure to the 
viewer and demonstrate 
enormous skill. 

It is interesting that while 
the general public recogniz- 
ed the names of other 
women artists — Georgia 
O'Keeffe, Louise Nevelson, 


Isabel Bishop, Helen 
Frankenthaler and the late 
Grandma Moses — few 
have heard of Henriette 
Wyeth or seen her work. 

Many im the art world 
think that her comparative 
anonymity is lamentable 
but the lady herself says, ‘‘I 
have avoided personal 
publicity, have no desire to 
become a celebrity and am 
grateful for the privacy it 
has afforded me.”’ 


However, another reason 
probably is that she has 
been overshadowed by the 
men in her life: father N.C. 
Wyeth, brother Andrew, 
nephew Jamie and husband 
Peter Hurd. This exhibition 
should remedy that 
situation. 


Born in Wilmington, Del., 
almost 73 years ago (her 
birthday is Oct. 22), 
Henriette studied at a 
Montessori school, at the 
Normal Arts School in 
Boston, at the Pennsylvania 
Academy of Fine Arts and 
also ‘‘worked with Pa 
several hours each day.” 


She is an associate of the 
National Academy, but has 
never had the time or 
inclination to ‘‘get around 
to the final steps necessary 
to qualify for full 
membership.” (She’s been 
too busy being a wife, 
mother, grandmother, 
hostess, full-time 
confidante for family and 
friends and painter.)

Device helps keep 
drunks off the road

SACRAMENTO — The 
drunk comes staggering out 
of the bar and climbs behind 
the wheel of his car. He sits 
there for a minute, fiddling 
with the steering wheel, 
moving it back and forth as 
he watches a needle on a 
dial 

He swears in bleary-eyed 
exasperation and turns on 
the ignition, jamming the 
car in gear and backing 
angrily out of the parking 
space. But his trip is far 
from uneventful. He’s dogg- 
ed all the way by the 
flashing of his emergency 
lights and the blaring of his 
horn — beep ... beep ... beep 
— once every second. His 
passage can be heard long 
after he has swerved 
around the corner and dis- 
appeared. 

Meanwhile, other 
motorists on the street are 
giving the apparition com- 
ing toward them wide 
perth. And it isn’t long 
before a squad car pulls 
alongside and waves the 
fuzzy-brained fellow from 
the bar over to the curb. 

No lives have been lost, 
no innocent victims maim- 
ed. Only a new peck of trou- 
ble for the fellow in the car 
with the blaring horn 

That, if legislation 
becomes law which so far 
has found favor in the 
Assembly, may become a 
real life scenario in the not- 
distant future on the streets 
of Los Angeles. 

Applying Space Age 
technology to the age-old 
problem of society's drunks 
— at least to the extent that 
they endanger others 
behind the wheel of a car — 
the legislation calls for in- 
stallation of a ‘‘drunk-o- 
meter’ in the automobiles 
of 24 individuals in Los 
Angeles County who have 
been convicted of a second 
drunk driving charge. For 
the purposes of the test, all 
will be volunteers. They 
will be offered the alter- 
native of going along with it 
rather than suffering the 
more customary conse- 
quences of their crime — 

jail, or suspension of their 
driver’s license, or both. 

Thus, as technology 
attempts to save them from 
themselves, their civil 
rights still will be 
protected. 

The ‘Drunk Driver War- 
ning System” consists of a 
meter with a centered nee- 
dle indicator, which is at- 
tached to the steering 
column and connected to 
electronic sensors and a 
cassette recorder stored in 
the trunk of the car. 

The meter measures 
driver performance in the 
critical task of ‘‘tracking”’ 
his vehicle. The concept 


first was developed in the 
1960s to test how astronauts 
would function under 
adverse conditions of 
weightlessness and long 
confinement. 

The driver, so goes the 
scenario, climbs into his 
car, closes the door and 
turns on the ignition in the 
usual way. The seat is ad- 
justed for only his weight, 
so that no one else can take 
the test for him. 

When the driver with the 
chronic drinking problem, 
turns on the ignition, the 
car’s hazard lights begin to 
flash. To turn them off — 
and to deactivate the circuit 
that would automatically 
turn on the car’s horn to 
blow a loud blast once every 
second after the vehicle 
reaches 10 miles an hour — 
he must pass a dexterity 
test. He must watch the 
needle and keep. it dead 
center for a few seconds by 
gently and rapidly turning 
the steering wheel to the 
left and right. 

If he can satisfy the 
machine that he is sober, 
it’ll let him drive in peace. 
Otherwise, his car will beep 
and flash the news of his 
condition to the world. 

Supposedly, keeping the 
needle centered in the dial 
is easy — if you are sober. 
Still, candidates for the test 
would be required to prac- 
tice it 300 times to make 
sure they have achieved the 

necessary proficiency. And, 
because some are more 
adept than others, the 
equipment is adjusted to 
reflect the individual’s per- 
sonal sober-level skill. 

The legislation, AB 3482, 
by Assemblyman Herschel 
Rosenthal, D-Los Angeles, 
would authorize Los 
Angeles County courts to 
allow 24 second-offense 
drunken drivers to par- 
ticipate in such a program 
operated by Systems 
Technology Inc., of 
Hawthorne, under a $450,000 
eontract with the U.S. 
Department of Transpor- 
tation’s National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administra- 
tion. The measure has 
already been approved by 
the Assembly Criminal 
Justice Committee. 

Systems Technology, 
which has 10 1978 
Chevrolets equipped with 
the Drunk Driver Warning 
Systems owned by the 
Department of Transporta- 
tion, demonstrated to 
legislators that the drunk-0- 
meter would give the 
suspect driver four chances 
to pass the test — because 
“even a trained, sober per- 
son can fail,” 

After four failures, 
however, the driver must 
wait 10 minutes before the 
equipment will let him try it 
again. 
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necessary for good work. 
Like her father, Henriette 
is dedicated to the notion 
that art and life are 
inextricably linked. And in 
viewing this exhibition, it is 
apparent that Henriette’s 
early years have provided 
her with an enormous 
reservoir of images and 
impressions that are 
repeated continually in her 
work. 


As a child, Henriette lived 
in a storybook world (the 
house was full of costumes 
and props used in her 
father’s paintings) and 
many of her pictures 
transport one to enchanted 
places where gazelles peer 
safely from fields of 
flowers and where 
butterflies are never 
mounted and placed behind 
glass, but fly freely. 


Her canvases are quiet 
dramas and she compares 
some of her still-life 
arrangements to Mozart 
compositions. ‘‘A great 
many people seem to think 
it’s sweet music. It isn’t. 
It’s the bare, lovely, 
delicate bones of feeling. 
Utterly Gothic. It builds in 
bone lace.” 


The earliest pictures 
in the exhibition, both 
executed in 1923, are a still 
life titled ‘‘The Blue Cup,” 
a composition of an opaque 
stoneware pitcher with 
contrasting delicate china 
plate and cup, and a 
portrait of ‘Old Albert,” a 
strong character, tough, but 
also flexible, someone who 
will endure. 


These yin and yang 
characteristics, a blending 
of emotion and intellect, 
fragility and toughness, are 
evident in most of 
Henriette’s work. 


The human race is the 
only race Henriette knows, 
and although she has 
painted the famous and the 
anonymous, it is the movers 
and shakers who gravitate 
to her. Among the portraits 
of well - known 
personalities exhibited, one 
will find a 1925 oil of 
composer Richard Rodgers, 
a 1953 portrait of the poet 
Witter Bynner and a 1978 
portrait of actress Helen 
Hayes. 


Just as important to 
Henriette, however, are 
portraits of lesser-known 
personalities, among them 
a 1953 oil of ‘“Dona 
Nestorita,” painted when 
that great lady was more 
than 90 years old. ‘‘Doo Doo 
and the Orchids’’ features a 
young black man in a 
straight-backed chair 
wearing a blue dungaree 
shirt, holding in his hands 
an arrangement of lavender 
and white orchids. ‘‘Marie 
and the Red Geranium” 
shows a young black woman 


in a similar pese, her. 


shoulders covered with a 
multicolored shawl, her 
hands holding a single red 
geranium. 


Family members painted 
by Henriette included a 1937 
portrait of her father, 2 
superlative picture of her 
son, ‘Young Peter at San 
Patricio” (1938), portraits 
of her two grandsons 
“Pedrito’’ and ‘‘David,” 
the latter pale, blond, 
introspective, and the 
former bold, assured, and a 
1972 portrait of her hus- 
band, Peter. 


Henriette’s still lifes are 
varied — everything from 
pumpkins, squash and broc- 
coli leaves to masks, music 
boxes, arrangements of 
flowers, a nest of eggs, 
feathers, shells, birds, 
stoneware, porcelain and 
china. All are painted in 
fluid, lucid strokes.

You get an idea of what 
the Torah means to a Jew 
by the trouble involved in 
making one 

The copying of a Torah, 
which consists of the first 
five books of the Bible, is 
not a job for amateurs 

You have to know how 
many lines are permitted to 
the page, how long each line 
can be and how deep the 
spaces between them can 
be 

You have to copy it ona 
certain kind of parchment 
(made from the skins of a 
kosher animal), with ink of 
a certain color (black) and 
bind it with a certain kind of 
thread (made of animal 
sinews) 

You must write with the 
quill of a goose, turkey or 
other winged animal 

No metal may be used in 
writing or preparing a 
Torah 

After he finishes the 
scroll, the sofer, or scribe 
attaches each end to 
wooden rods called ‘‘etz 
chayim,”’ or ‘‘tree of life.” 

He then adorns the Torah 
with a silver breastplate 
symbolic of the one worn by 
the temple high priest, 
covers it with a mantle and 
binds it with a sash 
. The mantle bears the Ten 
Commandments and the 
names of the donors 

With all this. the sofer 
must excel in more than 
penmanship, however 

‘‘You have to be an artist, 
a scholar, a very patient 
man and, above all, a very 
holy man,’’ said Rabbi 
Eliezer Langer of Beth 
Jacob Congregation in San 
Diego 

The sofer must be holy 
because in a very real 
sense, Jews believe, the 
man will be reflected in his 
work, the holiest of all 


Jewis writings, given to 
Moses, greatest of all 
Jewish prophets, directly 
by God 


The care with which the 
Torah — every synagogue 
has at least one — is 
prepared as a tribute, in 
other words, to its source 

And it is because of that 
source that the Torah, for 
believing Jews, is not just a 
book, but a way of life 

“There mever was any 
prophet at the level of 
Moses. He spoke to God 
face to face, and because of 
that we take these words as 
of supreme importance,” 
said Langer 

Containing the books of 
Genesis, Exodus, Leviticus, 
Numbers and 
Deuteronomy, the Torah 
gives beliving Jews God's 
unchanging, unchangeable 
law as he gave it to Moses 
Langer said

The Torah is, in a sense, 
what makes a synagogue a 
synagogue 


It tells people that 
Judaism is a ‘‘religion of 
the book,”’ a religion with a 
written message direct 
from God 

It tells what happened 
from God's creation of the 
world to the death of Moses, 
the lawgiver 

It tells of the origins of 
the Israelites, the 
patriarchs, the Jews’ 
enslavement in Egypt, their 
deliverance and God's 
revelations to them in the 
Sinai wilderness 

The Torah, a word which 
means ‘‘guidance’”’ or ‘‘doc- 
trine,’’ prescribes the laws 
by which men are to live, 
the rituals by which they 
are to worship God and the 
holy, festive days of the 
year 

It sets forth a religious, 
civil and criminal law 

It calls the Jews ‘‘a holy 

ation,’ a chosen people 
thorugh whom all mankind 
is to be blessed 

Stored away in the holy 
ark inside the temple during 
the week, the Torah is taken 
out to be read on the Sab- 
bath 

Once a year it is read in 
its entirety, a little at a 
time each week 

When the reading is 
finished, it is begun again 
shortly after Rosh Hashan- 
nah, the New Year's 
celebration, each 
September. 

“The idea is that we 
never complete our study of 
the Torah, so that we simp- 
ly start reading it all over

again,’ said Langer. 

A temple’s acquisition of 
a Torah scroll is by its very 
nature a festive occasion, 
replete with a parade and 
the appropriate formalities. 

To give every temple 
member a chance, however 
small, to be part of the 
writing of a Torah, the last 
words of a Torah scroll are 
always left to be completed 
at dedication time. 

The purpose of this 
meticulousness, said 
Langer, is ‘‘to ensure ab- 
solute fidelity in all ways, 
reproduction as well as in- 
terpretation, to the original 
word of God as handed 
down by God himself.” 

Not all Jews interpret the 
Torah alike. 

Traditionalist Jews 
believe the Torah was 
revealed by God and is in- 
fallibly true throughout. 
Some modernists believe 
the Roah is inspired to the 
extent that it reflects truth 
and stands the test of 
reason and experience. 

The modernist believes 
the torah can change with 
the times. The traditionalist 
does not. 

“Orthodox Jews look 
upon the Torah as the word 
ot God given to Moses and 
written down almost as a 
secretary writes down 
words given to her,” said 
Langer

West End cities 
srow rapidly,

The West End is growing rapidly, according to updated 
preliminary census figures, but at least one city is un- 
happy with the results. 

Revised preliminary figures released by the federal 
census bureau give Rancho Cucamonga a population of 
54,708 — up from an earlier federal figure of 53,777 
residents but well below the city’s projection of 56,000. 

If the census figures are incorrect, city officials say, it 
could mean that Rancho Cucamonga will not receive the 
state aid it is entitled to. 

Population figures are used by the state in calculating 
how much a city will receive in revenue sharing, vehicle 
taxes, gasoline taxes and other state subventions. 

Other West End cities fared better with the census 
figures. After Ontario was assigned a population of 77,000 
by the state Finance Department, August census totals 
gave the city a population of 84,784. Updated figures in- 
creased the total to 87,800. 

Preliminary figures gave Upland a population of 45,321 
in August but revised figures increased the total to 47,- 
073. 

The number of housing units within Upland has been 
revised to 18,643, down slightly from the original figure 
of 18,872. 

Upland planning director Bill Young was pleased with 
the revised figures. 

“These estimates are right in sync with what staff had 
figured,” he said. ‘I won't be recommending a field sur- 
vey of housing units as I was planning.” 

Montclair officials were also upset with the 
preliminary totals. Last August’s ‘figures placed the 
city’s population at 21,716 but revised figures give the 
city 22,558 residents. 

Even with the increase, however, the city’s population 
would have risen only slightly over the 1970 total of 22,- 
546. 

City administrator G. Michael Milhiser said the 1970 
figure was an overestimation and that the increase Is ac- 
tually larger that it appeared 

He said the census bureau neglected to count a residen- 
tial tract in the city’s sphere of influence that could 
provide the city with an additional 500 people. 

Population figures for Chino were not available. 

City officials in Rancho Cucamonga were not pleased 
with the figures released in August because they felt 
those totals were much lower than estimates made by 
staff members. 

Although growth rates were lower than anticipated, 
Rancho Cucamonga experienced at least a 5.1 percent in- 
crease in its population this year, according to city 
finance director Harry Empey. 

A special count made by the city in January showed a 
population of 52,900. Empey said the city has conducted a 
special census since 1979 to ensure it receives the proper 
amount of state subventions. 

As a result, he added, the city will not see as big an in- 
crease in state funds as those cities that do not regularly 
updatepopultation figures. i 

“Tt’s a little less than what we anticipated,’’ Empey 
said. ‘‘The projections we've been working on put the 
figure closer to 56,000.” 

Empey said the city could be ‘‘shortchanged”’ by ap- 
proximately $36,000 in gasoline tax money alone if the 
federal figures are too low. 

Cities received population estimates by telegram last 
week and like the August estimates, the totals are 
preliminary. Final figures are expected before the end of 
the year and the preliminary totals cannot be used in ob- 
taining state funds.

Scientist searches 
small, large clues 


for universe's key

Dr. Arno Penzias is the kind of scientist who can find 
the universe in a coffee cup and the secret of life ina 
flower 

A Nobel Prize winner, Penzias can reduce a cup of 
coffee (cream and sugar, if you please) to its basic 
constituents and tell you — in broad terms — when and 
where they were formed since the ‘‘big bang”’ set the 
universe in motion some 18 billion years or so ago 

The elements of the coffee, he suggested, might have 
been created in the nuclear furnace of an ancient star, in 
the supernova explosion of a dying giant star or maybe 
with the big bang itself. 

Penzias won the Nobel Prize in 1978 for his work with 
Dr. Robert W. Wilson, both researchers for the Bell 
Telephone Laboratories in New Jersey, for the discovery 
of cosmic microwave background radiation 

This background radiation, detected by radio antennas, 
seems to come from all parts of the universe 

It is now generally accepted as the whisper of the big 
bang and a proof that this cataclysmic event did, indeed, 
occur 

During an interview, Penzias told how he and other 
researchers at the Bell Labs are trying to trace the 
structure and the history of the universe by measuring 
the abundances and relationships of a whole series of 
radioactive isotopes (offbeat forms of common 
elements) that their radio antennas detected in outer 
space 

For example, Penzias noted that carbon-13, an isotope 
of carbon, that might be in coffee could very well have 
been created in the interior of the Milky Way galaxy, the 
one in which our sun exists 

The abundance of carbon-13, he said, can be taken as 
measure of the creation of new stars 

On the other hand, he noted, isotopes of silicon and 
sulfur atoms were probably produced in the supernova 
explosion of a massive star, maybe 100,000 to 10 million 
times the weight of our own sun, in its final death throes. 

Deuterium, an isotope of hydrogen sometimes called 
“heavy hydrogen,”’ represents a different slant on the 
universe, according to Penzias. Deuterium probably was 
formed during the initial big bang 

The isotope, he said, has never been involved in the 
process of star formation or death and can thus be taken 
as a measure of the purity of the huge gas clouds that 
populatethe intergalactic and interstellar medium. 

As an aside, Penzias said there is probably a trillion 
tons of deuterium in the seas of the Earth. Deuterium is 
the fuel for the fusion process scientists around the world 


are busily trying to harness. Fusion gains its energy 


from forcing atoms together rather than splitting them 


as in modern fission nuclea

Moderate rise 


from recession

A moderate recovery 
from the economic slump 
that has plagued the United 
States in 1980 will be 
experienced in 1981, a 
United California Bank 


economist predicted in. 


Riverside Wednesday night. 

But there are possible 
pitfalls, P. Kenneth 
Ackbarali, monetary 
economist, indicated in 
addressing an audience of 
about 200 at a presentation 
of the bank’s economic and 
monetary outlook for 1981. 

After setting forth facts 
and figures for an hour to 
back up his prediction that 
there probably will be no 
new recession next year, 
Ackbarali then played the 
role of devil’s advocate and 
asked the question: 

‘What could go wrong in 
1981?”’ 

He said he would not list a 
number of things; he would 
suggest only one. 

“And if it goes wrong,’ 
he added, ‘everything else 
goes wrong.” 

His answer: the war 
between Iran and Iraq. 

If this becomes a 
protracted war, he said, it 
might seriously affect oil 
supplies and that could 
mean worldwide trouble. 

The economist noted that 
if Saudi Arabia becomes 
involved it could pose a 
great difficulty because of 
the large amount of oil 
Saudi Arabia ships, much of 
it to the United States. 

Should the war produce a 
complete shipping 
blockade, he added, “‘it 
would be devastating and 
we could have a widespread 
recession.” 

Otherwise dealing with 
the prospects of 1981, 
Ackbarali said the country 
could look for: 

— A tax cut, expected to 
offset a scheduled increase 
in Social Security taxes and 
to provide benefits for 
business. 

— A rise in consumer 
spending because of 
growing confidence. 

— Better auto sales. 
Detroit’s more fuel- 
efficient new cars are

expected to provide a boost. 

— Greater federal outlays 
for defense 

— An increase but not a 
rebound in housing 
construction. 

He listed the following as 
‘some of the negatives’: 

— Inflation will remain at 
double digit levels, eroding 
purchasing power. 

— The Federal Reserve 
Board will not back away 
from its anti-inflationary 
stance and, consequently, 
interest rates will remain 
high 

— Curbs will remain on 
state and local government 
spending: 

He predicted that the 
inflation rate will subside 
gradually but remain at 
about 10 percent for the 
year. 

Ackbarali noted that one 
of the biggest contributors 
to the 1980 inflation rate 
was the “big increase’ in 
the price of OPEC oil, 
which he said has risen 110 
percent this year over the 
average price in 1979. 

As for the local picture, 
the UCB official said the 
Riverside and San 
Bernardino counties area 
will record the greatest 
growth rate of the 17 
economic entities studied 
by the bank in California 
He predicted increases in 
jobs, population and 
personal income. 

He foresees a population 
increase in the two-county 
area of 4.5 percent next 
year, compared with a 
projected increase of 1,7 
percent for the state. 

Ventura County, the 
second - ranking met- 
ropolitan area, will re- 
cord an increase of 
approximately 3.2 percent, 
he predicted. 

In California as a whole, 
he said, ‘‘the outlook is for a 
real good year in 1981,” 
with the gross state product 
expected to reach $352 
billion. He also sees a 
decline in the state’s 
unemployment rate. 

If California were a 
nation, he pointed out, it 
would rank as the ninth 
largest economic entity in 
the world.
